Can Have Trees Anywhere. 

The great crop preduction of the 
prairie lands proves the possibility of 
growing trees there, as these require 
only one-third to one-half as much 
moisture as the crops, The soil is so 
fertile that young trees are frequently 
choked out by grass before they get a 
etart, but by judicious management 
you can have trees anywhere you 
plense inea few years. Three feet is 
wide enough to plant here in Alberta, 
and in three years this would pro 
duce the “forest condition” where the 
bianches meet between the trees, and 
thus protect the soil from the sum 
Weeds and trees do not flourish te 
gether, and in the nursery one must 
onltivate and hoe out the weeds and 
keep the soil loose.
